Tax Remains Same 

The increase will npt be re¬ 
flected in the tax rate, it was 
pointed out, increased valua¬ 
tion being expected to offset 
the 5 per cent blanket salary 
increase and addition of a sec¬ 
ond school custodian. 

After consideration of the pro¬ 
testing petition dated July 8, 
the board moved to continue 
with present plans to hold eve¬ 
ning Little Coast League ball 
games within the fenced, dust- 
controlled portion of the new 
school’s playground. 

In the petition residents

What Do We Owe 
To Sierra Madre? 


On July 7, when the tempera¬ 
ture soared to 99 degrees and 
the Water department produced 
a this-season record of 4,285,- 
292 gallons in the 24-hour pe¬ 
riod, 8300 Sierra Madreans 
drank, cooked with, bathed and 
swam in and watered lawns 
with an average of 503 gallons 
per person. 

On the same day, though, Ar¬ 
cadians consumed 600 gallons 
per capita, according to local 
and comparative figures re¬ 
leased by the Sierra Madre 
Water department through the 
city administrator’s office. 

Upping the average, of 
course, are the non-household 
the nurseries, the City (park 
and swimming pool), Sierra 
Growers, Lannan, Gustin and 
Lawyer estates and groves, 
Mount Alverno convent and the 
Ward Marmalade factory, 
among others. 

The July 7, 1954, consump¬ 
tion here of 4,178,477 gallons 
is exceeded only by the con¬ 
sumption on July 13 last year 
of 4,347,391 gallons—tempera¬ 
ture that day was 99 degrees, 
too—and which set a record for 
a several year period.

New Lights-PA 
System Praised 
By Park Crowd 


Asks Decreed 
Water Rights 
Apply July 1 


The City council last week 
directed the city administrator 
for support to Sierra Madre’s 
request that the proposed in¬ 
crease in decreed pumping 
rights from Raymond Basin 
water supply be made retroac¬ 
tive to July 1, 1954. 

This followed official approv¬ 
al here of the water referee’s 
report on the safe yield of the 
Raymond Basin area recently 
submitted to and approved by 
the Raymond Basin Advisory 
Board. The board and virtual¬ 
ly all of the cities and entities 
involved have urged that the 
increased pumping program go 
to the Superior court immedi¬ 
ate following the required pro¬ 
test period. 

City Administrator Lawrence 
Bevington told the council that, 
while the retroactive stipulation 
is of little concern to the other 
cities who draw water from the 
basin, it is of great importance 
to Sierra Madre. 

“The increasing growth of 
the city,” he said, “has necessi¬ 
tated an overdraft of Sierra 
Madre’s decreed rights of 1264 
acre feet per year. We pumped 
more than 1800 acre feet during 
the last fiscal year,” he poin- 
ed out, adding, “but it is hoped 
a portion of the overdraft will 
be offset by the water meter’s 
allowance for our spreading 
operations.” 

It is the understanding that 
the newly determined safe yield 
of the basin indicates a pos¬ 
sible increase in pumping 
rights of approximately 35 
percent. 


Canyon Pool Paying Expenses 
So Far; Rates May Stay Same

Paid attendance at the Can¬ 
yon pool Sunday, July 18, es¬ 
tablished an all-time record at 
least as far back as records gol 
Attendance — 307; receipts — 

$93.55. 

If attendance at the City- 
operated Canyon swimming 
pool continues as it has since 
opening day, June 22, City Ad¬ 
ministrator Lawrence C. Bev¬ 
ington feels pretty certain he 
can get the pool through the 


summer without a rate in¬ 
crease. 

Attendance receipts the last 
10 days have been covering ex¬ 
penses, he reports, and total at¬ 
tendance through July 15 this 
year was 2538. Attendance for 
the same period in 1952 when 
the City broke even on the pool 
operation was 2589. Last year 
the pool was leased to Audrey 
B. Smith who is managing it 
for the City this season. 

Peak attendance this season 
was July 15 when 233 children, 
juniors and adults paid for 
cooling dips. This was exceed¬ 
ed by only four days in 1952. 

Bevington notes that more 
adults are using the pool and 
more are taking advantage of 
the evening hours. 

Rates are 15c for children up 
to 12 years, 25c for ju’dors up 
to 16 years and 50c for adults. 

The pool is closed Mondays 
but open from 1 too 5 p.m. 
Tuesday through Sunday, from 
6 to 8 p.m. on Thursday, Fri¬ 
day and Saturday, and from 10 
to 12 a.m. on Saturdays.

I think one item in the world 
news last week deserves great¬ 
er prominence than was given 
it. A tremendous flood was 
sweeping on Vienna. Unless it 
could be controlled death and 


ruin would descend on thou¬ 
sands of persons. So American 
and Russian soldiers worked 
side by side to build levees and 
protecting dams. By cooperat¬ 
ing they prevented what had 
already become a disaster from 
becoming a far greater disaster. 

What a lesson that should be 
for all the politicians of the 
world. If we are to avert an¬ 
other war it must be done by 
intelligent and mutually help¬ 
ful cooperation. There are lots 
of stumbling blocks in the way 
of such cooperation but it is a 
silly thing needlessly to add to 
those obstacles. A Russian may 
get applause at hofne for de¬ 
nouncing our country and an 
American may get applause 
here by denouncing Russia, but 
that doesn't bring us any near¬ 
er to the cooperation which can 
prevent something a million 
times more terrible than a 


Last word: Three times our 
country has thrilled the whole 
world with a plan for universal 
peace. First it came from ex- 
President William Howard Taft, 
in about 1914, when he pro¬ 
posed the League to Enforce 
Peace. That never got started 
because World War I broke out 
in Europe, involv”’®; nations 
which had to belori£^to it to 
make it work. But it was the 
same basic plan which Wood- 
row Wilson advanced as the 
League of Nations. It was still 
the same basic idea which 
brought the United Nations into 
being. It is a great American 
idea, sponsored by great men 
in both political parties and 
now regarded by Eisenhower 
as the best hope of the world. 
But don’t forget that it takes 
only the transposition of two 
letters to change the United 
Nations into the United No¬ 
tions.

, When you last read about us 
in The NEWS we were living in 
a pension in Brussels where we 
met many interesting and 
varied people. 

We had some fine discussions 
in the dining room and in the 
fumoir after dinner, with view¬ 
points as varied as the people 
who presented them, but with 
one underlying idea threading 
its way through all the talk and 
tying it together finally in a 
warm package. It’s a simple 
idea, really, yet it’s one that 
Russia—and all governments 
based on fear and lies—greatly 
dread. It’s the deep, urgent de¬ 
sire to know the truth about 
each other and to understand. 

Small Talk. Too 

But the talk was not always 
political either. Sandwiched in 
with McCarthy and Dulles and 
economics were questions like 
—what kind of house did you 
live in before you came to 
Europe? How much does meat 
cost at home? What’s the 
weather really like in Califor¬ 
nia? Do you have picnics in 
the summer? Are the beaches 
nice? Do Americans go out 
every night to shows and 
parties???? 

And there was, to me, no 
greater satisfaction than the 
discovery that something in 
Belgium—or Greece—or any¬ 
where else—was just like in 
the U.S.A. Nor was there any 
greater amazement than that 
expressed by a European when 
you told him that some elec¬ 
trical appliance made over 
there was better than anything 
we had at home! Our assem¬ 
bly lines and the mass produc¬ 
tion of material things were 
still considered the greatest 
achievement of America, but 
slowly it is dawning on that 
part of the world that the mind 
and heart behind the things— 
the mind and heart of America 
—are the greater wonder. 

Conflict in Belgium 
Belgium has its own special 
problem. There is an unhappy 
conflict between the French- 
speaking Walloons and the 
Flemish who make up the 
country. A small, very vocal - 
group of Flemings are trying 
either to take over the whole _ 
of Belgium and make it a 
Flemish-speaking, Flemish- 
controlled nation, or to break 
off the Flemish segment of the 
population and set up an au¬ 
tonomy of their own. 

At this point they seem closer 
to achieving their first objec- _ 
tive than their second for they 
have already succeeded in _ 
making Belgium officially bi-

lingual, and. since their birth 
rate is steadily on the increase 
while that of the Walloons is 
dropping, they are outgrowing 
the status as a political mi¬ 
nority. Ail the street, tram and 
police signs are in both lan¬ 
guages and so are the sub¬ 
titles in the movies. 

It is a strange thing, that 
while spoken Flemish was al¬ 
most totally unintelligible to 
us, the written word was more 
easily understood than the 
French. Most of the French- 
speaking Belgians also know 
Flemish, but the more fanatic 
Flemings refuse flatly to speak 
anything but Flemish. They are 
reputed to be a stubborn, hard 
lot. If you re wondering at 
this point whether or not the 
Van Recks, our landlords at 
the pension, were Flemish— 
they were. But M. Van Reck 
expressed their attitude one 
night when he said, “What is 
it to be Belgian, or American, 
or English—but to be a good 
man, that is the thing!”

Joe Elliott's 


High under the east slope of 
Cucamonga Peak stands the 
Joe Elliott Memorial—a huge 
Sugar Pine tree—believed to 
be the largest tree in South¬ 
ern California. 

When Joe Elliott was Super- 
visor of the San Bernardino 
National Forest he and his 
rangers were fighting a forest 
fire in the hills back of Cuca¬ 
monga. They were building 
fire truck roads to b r l n g 
equipment up to the fire. At 
the end of one of the roads 
stood a Sugar Pine tree which 
was over 8 feet in diarneter. 
The fire fighters called it Joe 
Elliott’s tree and the name 
stuck. In 1935 it was marked 
by a bronze tablet and for¬ 
mally dedicated. 

Joe Elliott joined the Forest 
Service in 1908 and spent the 
next 38 years protecting the 
timber and watersheds placed 
in his care. Today, at 68, he s 
living in Porterville and is 
still active In the forests he’s 
^ loved and guarded all his life.

Work Continues 
On Ranch Park 

Announcement has been made 
of the completion of minimum 
facilities for Hastings Ranch 
Park, on top of the 50 million 
gallon Jones Reservoir, by the 
Board of City Directors.
